GREAT BATTLES IN VIRGINIA. 


Advance of the Fedexal Army on Manassas Junction, 

BRILLIANT VICTORY OF THE FEDERAL TROOPS AT 
BULL'S RUN. 

THE ENEMY RETREATS TOWARDS MANASSAS JUNCTION. 


Tur advance of the Grand Federal Army towards Manassas Janc- 
tion was the signal of great rejoicing throughout the loyal part of 
the country. Succeasively as they advanced, the rebels retreated 
hetore them, and Fairfax Court Houze and Centreville fell into the 
hands of our troops, and on Satarday mrziog, at half-past two, the 
whole army, with the exception of the reserve, advanced towards 
Hall’s Ran, wiich was strongly fortiied by masked batteries, and is 
about three ania balf miles in advance of Manassas Junction. The 
advanciag army numb°red forty-five thonsand men. 

The Union Army advanced from Centreville in three columns at 
th: ee o'clock on Suaday morning. Col. Richardson comman ‘ed the 
column by tae read to Bali’s Rao, where the action of ‘Tbur-day 
took place, and Colonel Miles lay on the road and at Centreville to 
support him. 

General ‘'yler commanded the centre divis'on, which took the 
Warreaton road, Genera! Schenck and Colonel! Sherman beiug ia ad- 
vance. He had the three Connecticut regiments, two from M - 
gan,two from Wisconsia, and the Fixty-ninth and Seventy-nin 
from New York. General McDowell, with Colonel Hunter and a 
very powerfal division, went out on this road, which leads directly 
forward to Manassas, crossing Ball's Ron by a stone bridge, which 
had been wmiced. 

The attick by these two points was intended mainly as a feint. 
The rea! attack was by Hunter, who took a narrow road tvo miles 
vont leading to the right, having Huat's and the Rhode Island bat- 
teries, and leaviog Colonel Keyes on the centre at the crossing of 
th? roads asareserve. His orders were to proceed high up the 
scream, cat himself a path through the woods, cross over, and tura 
the po ition of the rebels on the north. 

At ten minutes before six the centre balted about a mile this side 
of the position of the rebels. The Sixty-ninth and Seventy-ninth 
Reginients of New York were thrown to the right, in the woods, an 
the First and Second Ohio and the Second New York to the left ia 
advance. 

fne thirty-pound Parrott gun was planted io the middle of the 
road, and at ten minutes past six it threw two ehells into the bat- 
tery ot the enemy, but withovt eliciting anyresponse. ‘ca minutes 
after tiring was heard on the left from Richardson’s column, which 
was conticued at iatervals for two hours, but without elicitisg any 
reply. 

‘At twenty minutes to eight Ayer’s battery, formerly Sherman’s, 
fived five or six ronnds iato the enemy, but without reeponse. Ata 
quuter before nine shots were rapidly exchanged between the 
opposing skirmishers, and Gardner, of Lacrozse, belong:ng to the 
Rauode Island regiment, was reported killed. 

At about tea o'clock heavy clouds of dust showed that reinforce- 
ments were coming up to the rebels from Manassas, and was con- 
tinued through the next thrce or four hours. 

k Ayer’s meg | went to the front; the Sixty 
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At eleven o'clock : 
ninth, New York, was ordered to deploy into the field in front, aid 
firing was heard from llunter’s division, on the extreme right, far in 
advance, 

The Ohio regiments were pushed forward with the Second New 
York, and ran up°n a masked battery of four guns, which killed and 
wounded quite a number of both. Of the latter, Michael McCarty, 
Sergeant of Company H, was wounded, and afterwards was reported 
dead. Lieutenant Demsey reccived a slight wound. Some twenty 
or thirty of the Ohio regiment broke and ran, but the rest stood 
firm, as did the Second New York. 

Carlisle's battery was brought to the front on the right, and soon 
drove the rebeis out of the masked battery. 

it was now half-past eleven o'clock, when Hunter’a column ap 
peared across the Run, advancing on the flank of the rebels, aod 
ihe eugagement soon became very active in his position. Ile kept 
steadily advancing, pouring in a steady tice of artillery and mus- 
ketry. 

The whole brigade under Tyler was ordored forward to his sup- 
port. The Sxty-vinth and Seventy-ninth New York, the lirst, 
second and Turd Connecticut, and the Second Wisconsin were 
sent ia. A constant roll of musketry marked Hunter's advance, 
and the artillery from our column played iacessantly on the flauk 
of the rebe! ‘o far as could be seen the latter were pushed back- 
ward a cousiderable distance to the road directly in front of where 
i stood, across which they charged twice with the bayonet upon 
our troops, but were repulsed each time. Our men croesed the 
road and poured in upon them a terrible lire of artillery and mus- 
ket’y. s 

The most gallant charge of the day was made by the New York 
Bixty-vinsh, Seventy-niuth and Thirteenth, who rushed up upon ose 
of the batteries, firing as they proceeded, with perfect eclat, ani 
attacking it with the bayone.’s point. The yell of triamph seemed 
to carry all before it. They found that the rebels had abandoned 
the battery,and only taken ove gua, but this success wis acquired 
voly alter a severe loss of life, in which the Sixty-niath most ee- 
verely suffered, and it was reported that Licatenant-Colonel Nugent 
y 23 aMongat the first killed. 

‘the Zouaves also distioguished themselves by their spirited 
aseaulty on the batteries at the point of the bayonet, but itis feaied 
that their loss is immense. 

A Mississippi soldier was taken prisoner by Hasbrouck, of the 
Wisconsin Secondregiment.

Beyond Fairfax Conrt Houze the retreat was kept up until the 
men reached their regular encampments, a portion of whom re- 
torned to them, buta still larger portion coming inside the entrench- 
ments. 

A large number of the troops in their retreat fell on the wayside 
from exhaustion, and scattered along the route all the way from 
Foirfax Court Honse. 

The road from Ball’s Run was strewed with knapeacks, arms, &c. 
Some of our troops deliberately threw away their guns and appur- 
tenances, the better to facilitate their travel. 

General McDowell was in the rear of the retreat, exerting himself 
to rally his men, but only with partial effect. 

The latter part of the army, it is said, made their retreat in order. 
He was completely exhausted, having slept but little for three 
nights. is orders on the field did not at all times reach those for 
whom they were intended. 

It ia sapposed that the force sent out against our troops consisted, 
according to a prisoner's statement, of about 40,000 men, inclading 
a large number cf cavalry. Ue further says that owing to rein- 
forcements from Richmord, Skaasburg and other points, the encmy’s 
effective force was 90,000 men. 

Accordiog to the statement of two Fire Zouaves they only have 
abonttwo hundred men left from the slaughter, while the Sixty- 
ninth end other regiments frightfully suffered in killed and wounded. 
Tre number cannot now be known. 

Sherman's, Carlisle's, Geffin’s aud the West Point batteries were 
taken by the enemy, and the eight siege and 52 rifle cannon, the 
latter being too cumbrous to remove. They were two miles the 
other side of Centreville. Such of the wounded as were brought to 
the Cen‘reville hospital were left there, after havicg their wounds 
properly dressed by Surgeon Frank H. Hamilton. 

The panic was 80 greatthat the attempt to rally them to a stand 

at Centreville was entirely in vain. If a firm stand had been made 
there, oor troops could have been reinforced and much disaster 
prevented. General McDowell was thus foiled in his well-arranged 
lana. 
; Tle canse of the panic is variously stated, but it seems to have 
originated in the fullowing manzer: All our military operations 
went swimmingly on, and Colonel Alexander was about erecting a 
pontoon acrogs Ball’a Ran.

It is impossible at the time of going to press to procure a posi- 
tively reliable account ef the retreat, the cause of the retreat, the 
amount of the casualties, or whether the enemy had retired to 
their fastnesses or were in pursuit of our retrewting forces. To 
account rationally for snch a panic as is said to have seized upon 
the advance army seems to be hopeless. ‘The daring and sublime 
courage which they exhibited the day previous forbids for one mo- 
ment the idea of cowardice ; they thea dared death ia a thousand 
forms, pothisg stayed their impetuosity, and yet in a moment a 
mortal fear seems to have been communicated from regiment to 
regiment all through the whole body, and the masses fled like 
sucep following their leader in very blindness of fear. A day or 
two willexpiaia this etrange mystery, and until then we must be 
content to know that the Union army has suffered a terrible defeat, 
which the honor of our people demands shall be speedily and tho- 
ronghly avenged, and the memory of it wiped out by a victory 
which shall determine the fate of the Rebel army in Virginia. 
‘There can be vo doubt that we have been fearfally overmatched ; 
that our gallant fellows were combating one against two; but 
these odds would have mattered little but fur that mystcrious panic 
which at this distance we can neither uoderstand nor account for. 
While our army was barely forty-five thousand men, the enemy 
numbered fult ninety thouzand, protected by immensely strong lincs 
and by numerons and powerful masked batterics, 

ho Joas on both sides is said to be terrible. The lowest ac- 
counts place the loss of each army at between twenty-five hun- 
dred and three thousand men, or six thousand inall, This is agsu- 
redly the mest terrivle and bloody battle ever fought on this Con-

Loan Bill was then considered, A bill was introduced fer contizcating whe 
property of rebels. 

Jcty 16.—A petition from Marshall 0. Roberts was prezented, demanding 
indemnification jur the lozs of the Star of the West. The resolution app: oving 
the acts of the President was them introduced. This proved the tex: upou 
which Mr. Breckinridge discoursed at considerable length, rehearsing the chi 
argu nts against the right of the Government to put down rebellion, which 
have a theusand times been successfully refuted. In the course of his re- 
marks, however, he took occasion to deny positively that be had ever tele 
graphed to Jeff. Davis that President Jincoln’s Congress would not be alowed 
to meet in Washington on the 4th of July, or that Kentucky would furn'sk 
7,020 armed mea for the rebelarmy. After geome discussion by other mem 
bers, the subject was postponed, and the Nayal Appropriation Bill was 
passe 1, 

Jcix 17.—A memorial was pfeecated by Pearce, of Maryland, from Keane, 
Merrimen and others, protesting their innocence. The Nayal Billi was then 
discuszed, 

Jciy 18.—Mr. Powell, of Keatucky, opposed the Military Bills, proposing an 
amendment that the army and navy should not be used to eubjugate the 
South. Mr. Sherman made an eloquent and crushing reply. 

Jvuty 19.~The proceedings were quite unimportant, being coufjued to mat- 
tere relative to soldiers’ letterz, &c. 
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Jcry 20.—After the presentation of resolutions an petitions, Mr. Hale pre- 
serteda bill, which was laid over, to increase the medical corps of the pavy. 
Mr. Johnson, of Tennessee, introduced a bil!, which was referred to the Com- 
mitiee on Miltary Affairs, proviting for the transportation of arm3 and muni- 
tiors of war to loyal citizens in States now in rebellion, and for the mili sry 
organizition of such citizens for defence. The resolution approving the acts of 
the President was subsequently taken up, and Mr. Latham, of Ca'‘ifornia, ad- 
dressed the Senate at considerab‘e length in eupport of all those acts, with the 
ex7eption of the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus in Maryland. He 
aim‘nistered a marked rebuke to Mr. Breckinri¢ge and the o-:her apologists ot 
Secession on the fl‘or. The subject was fiaally postponed uatil Monday, and 
the Senate went into Executive fession. 

House, Jviy 15.—A resolution requesting the Secretary of the Navy to supply 
a svflicient force to suppress rebel privateering was adopted. Ben. Wood, of 
New York, offered a resolution providing for a National Convention, to devise 
m2asures fur the restoratien of peace to the country, It was laid on the table 
by a vote of 92 to 51. Bills to increase the efficiency of the army were reported 
and referred. A select committee was ordered on the subject of a general 
bankrupt law, to report to the next session of Congress. Mr. Vallandigham 
offered resolutions condemping the President’s action in refereuce to the war, 
but they were promptly Jail on the table. A bill to define and punish con- 
spiracy was passed by a yote of 123 to7. A resolution was adopt-d directing 
the withholding of money due on account of the steamer Cataline until the Sc- 
lect C mmittce on Contracts report thereon. A reaclution directing the Com- 
mit‘ee on Elections to inquire whether Hon. Henry May, a member from 
Maryland, bas becn bolding criminal intercourse with the rebels, and to report 
what course should be taken in the premises, was adopted. The Senate’s 
amendments to the Volunteer Bll were concurred in, and the House adjourned. 

Jvry 16.—A bill was introduced for the more efficient blockade of the rebal 
ports. The Senate bil', authorising the President to accept the services of 
500,000 volunteers, was reported by Mr. Bair, from the Military Committee, 
w th a proviso allowing the President to select the Major and Brigadicr-Generals 
from the line, and passe !. Tte Senate’s amendments to the Loan Bill were all 
concurred in, and the b.jl went to the Pie ident fer his signatare. The House 
then psssed a unanimous vote of thanks to Gea. McClellan and his officers and 
men, for recent brilliant victories, aud subsequently considered and passed the 
bili to promote the efficiency of the volunteer forces. 

Jury 17.—Ihe Hon. Henry May, of Maryland, whoze recent visit to Rich- 
mond has caused so much convergation, then tovk bis seat. The Tariff Bill 
wes discussed. 

Jcry 18—Mr. May made an explanation of his visit to Richmond, He 
defended Kane and the Police Commissioners. The general opinion of the 
House was, that Mr. May bad betier bave stayed in Richmond and taken his 
seat in the Rebel Congress. The bill for increasing the Regular Army was thea 
p ised. 

Jury 19.—Mr. Crittenden, of Ky., asked leave to eubmit resolutions dec'aring 
the present civil war had been forced on us by the D sunioni-ts cf ihe Southern 
States now in :ebellion against the Government of the United States; that in 
this nat’onal cmergency, Congress, bauishing all dealings of passion and re- 
sentment, will recollect only their duty to their country; that-the war fs not 
waged for conquest or subjugation, or for interfering with th: rights or estab 
lished institut.ons of these States, but to maintain and defend the supremacy of 
the Constitution, with the rights and equality under it unimpaired; thatas soon 
as these objects shall be accomplished the war ought to cease, Mr. Stevens 
objected to the introduction of the resolutions. The Chairman of the Committe 
on Ways and Means announced that he had no more bills to report, and moved 
an adjournment till Monday, which was agrced to. 


Juty 20.—There was no House to day. 





PRESIDENT DAVIS’S SPEEC.!. 


Min. Davis opered the Southern Congress on the 20th of July, with 
an address which is chiefly devoted to a critical review of President 
Lincoln’s recent Message, part of which he endeayors to contro- 
vert. The most interesting part is the statement that Major Tay- 
lor’s late miasion’to Washington was to isform Mr. Lincola that he 
would take a fearful vengeance on the unhappy prisonera in his 
hands, should he puniah the ;.irates of the Savannah and other cap- 
tured privateers. He declares that the Southern States are oniy 
fighting for their rights. ‘There is, of course, no intimation of sur- 
sender init. On two occasions he endeavors to appeal to the fears 
of his hearers by drawing a picture of the barbarities practised on 
women and children, which everybody knows is a most unblushing 
falaebood. The document, is, as far as it hus reached us, both un- 
dignified and sanguioary. 








THE BATTLE AT RICH MOUNTAIN, WESTERN 
VIRGINIA 


Tue victories achieved by Major-General McClellan's column at 
Rich Mountain and St. George's have proved of immense impor- 
tacce in their resulte. The Secersion strength in that section of the 
couotry is nearly, if not entirely, broken up. The details of the 
baitle at Rich Mountain have reached us. together with some bril- 
liant sketches of the action from our Special Artist accompanying 
Major General McCiellan’s command, which we present to our 
readers in our present issue. 


{FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


On the 8th the main co'umn ucder General MecCletlan resumed 
their march towards Beverley. A reconnoitreing party of fifty- 
eight men of the Third R-giment Ohio V.lunteers, under Captain 
Lawson, who bad been thrown in advanc, received information of 
a small party of Seceasioniata holding Miidiefork Bridge, and re- 
solved to capture them if possible. They crossed the creek below 
the bridge and attacked the enemy, who were stati ned on and 
around the bridge. No sooner, however, was the :kirmish com- 
menced, than a larg? body of the cnemy made their appearance on 
the hill in their rear and forced them to fali back, The Secessionists 
withdrew at the advance of McClellan's force, which encamped at 
the bridge during the night. Oa Tuesday an advance was made to 
Roaring Ran, where our troops again went into camp. On Wed- 
pesday afternoon a :econnoitreing party cousiating of the several 
c mpanies of the Ninth Ohio regiment, under Colonel McCook, 
were sent out towards Rich Mountain, to discover the exact position 
end forces of the enemy. The Neth Vhio regiment is composed of 
the Ciaciunati Turners, and is one cf the best diilied and most 
effective body of menin the field. They deployed as skirm'shers, 
and displayed such wonderful determination and conrsge, that it is 
believed that, had they had orders and sopport, they woold have 
dis'odged the enemy. fhey went c'ose to the entrevcbments and 
ascertained the position of the batteries and breastworks, ki.led 
several of the enemy, aad brought away two prisoners. The Ger- 
mace lost one killed and one wounded. 

It being evid:nt that the position of the rcbels was exceciirgly 
stropg, and if defended with determination, would make a great 
sacrifice of life inthe attempt to take it noavoidab'e, an attack 
from the rear was determined upon. A guide had been procured, | 
and General Rosencrans with detachmen s of the Eighth Indiana, 
Colonel Beaton, Tenth indiana, Colonel Manson, Thirteenth Indi na, 
Colouel Sallivan, an1 Ninueteeath Obio regiment, C»lonel Beatty, 
s*arted on a detour ap the moua'aia, the rear being brought up by 
Captaia Burdsal’s Ciucinna'i dragoous. 

A road had to be cut by the aavance guards throngh the under- 
brush, and thus they travelied through tue mountsins and through 
ravines, over rocks end roots, on a road cons‘dered impassab:e, and 
came in full view of the enemy on the enwmit of Rich Mountain, at 
half-past two o'clock. vr. u., Tharsday afternoon. The enemy’s pick- 
ta first fired on onr column, deeperately wound ng Capteia Charles 
Miller of the Tenth Indiapa, by a musket ball ia bis right lang, kill- 
ing Sergeant Tagait of the same company, avd wounding one or 
two privates. Tue attempt was made to form in live of battic, bat 
the impracticabi.ity of the ground preventing, they fi'ed to batter | 
ground and formed ; the E’giit Jodiana ia the centre, Ten'h Iodiava 
rght, Tairteenth indiana lett flaak, the Nineteenth Onio and Burd- | 
rai’s dragoons beiog kep a8 reserve half a mile in the rear. 

The Beverley pike runs over tLe summit of the mountain in its 
lowest eleva‘ion, and on both sides of it the hills rise gradually. Oo 
the left the enemy had a Jiue of breastworks wade cf logs, and a | 
lattery planted on each side of a log stable on the side of the road. 
The hil ou the right ia covered with low unde. brush and trees on | 
the summit, but chared about belf the way up. As soon as our 
troops appeared in the open space, a heavy fire was «pened upon 
them, the enemy firing shot, shell and grape, bat thirg wild aud 
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doing but little damage. Our boys dropped flat, and deployed as 
ekirmishers, advancing slowly, The evemy mi-taking move- 
mert—probably imagining that they had killed the crowd—a large 
number rushed from their breastworks with 2 shout, acd approacbed 
the road. Toen ofr boys fired a most terrific and destractive volley 
and rashed in on bayonet. Tae fight now raged promiscuously all 
over the bill. Captain Thomas J. Brady, of the Kignth, witta private 
silenced the battery. The enemy were driven back up the hiil, over 
their breastworks and completely rooted. 

Oar boys chased them up the mountaias, yelling like Indians, and 
keeping up a continuous fire. 

Tne battle continued for an hour and a half from the first to the 
last shot. After the fight the dead and wounded were gathered. 
General Rosencrans ordered the surgeons to take care of the 
severely wounded of the enemy before attending to the sligh' 
wounded of ourown men. We lost nine dead ana some twenty 
sot, | wounded, three of whom have died since. The enemy loat 
two hundred killed and wounded, which seemed to me so incredible 
that I took special paias to get the exact truth, and find that such 
is really the case. Oae hundred and eizhty men were buried the 
day of the battle, and numbers have been found eince who had 
been dragged off to the mountains to die. 

On Friday Geuveral McClellan advanced to Beverley, when six 
hundred and fifty men, under Colonels Heck ard Pegram, came out 
of the woods and snrreudered. Some of the enemy’s cavalry were 
at Beverley, but fled precipitately on the approach of General 
McClellan, who arrived at noon. 

The prisoners were oney starved, and were immediately sup- 
plied with food, and treated with the utmost humanity. They are 
now stationed at the Beverley Academy, where they are provided 
with all the necessaries of life ; the ofiicers are mostly on parole, 
and board in town. 


Capture of an Eight-pound Brass Cannon. 


When the enemy were driven from their breastworks on the 
summit they attempted to run off one of their cannon. Captain 
Sayles acd Lieutenant Atkisson, witn about forty men of Compan 
G of the Thirteenth Indiana, accompanied by Major Foster an ‘Ad 
jutant Rosas, started in pursuit. Oue of the horses attached to the 
gua had been shot, and fell in the road, the cannon ruaning on to 
of it; the Secessionists had unohitched the other horses, and le 
about fifty men to defend the cannon. The Indianans on te 
the road found the enemy drawn up across ia front, firing from 
& log cabin and from basbes on the side of the way. They fired, 
stormed the house and charged bayonet down the road, driving 
the enemy from their position, takiog several prisoners and cap- 
turing the cancon without cone | a man. ° 

Colonel Pegram left as secretly as possible, takiag to the woods. 
He abondoned everything—tents, horses, baggage, indeed every: 
thiog that could not be carried by men strnzgling for life in the rocky 
mountains, in a dark and rainy night. Tne victory was complete. 
The number of prisonera taken at the time was very considerable, 
but has since been greatly increased. There will, probably, be a 
thousand, as Colonel Pegram, with six hundned men, after wander- 
ing ia the hills for thirty-six hours, aud being completely hemmed 
ia, sent in to General McClelian, proposing torurrender as prisoners 
of war. 

The following is the correspondence between Colonel Pegram and 
Mejor-General McClellan :

I have only to add, I trust they 
will -_ receive at your bands such treatment as has been invariably shown 
to the Northern prisoners by the South,

It is asserted by guides that Colonel Pegram's force, collected 
since his fight, is between six and seven hundred men, who have 
thus offered to sarrender. 

Geoeral McClellan sent the following reply by his Aide-de-Camp, 
Lieutenant Williams, United States Army :

Sir — Your communic:tioa, dated ye:terday, proposing to surrender as 
prisoners of war of the force assembled under your command, has been de- 
livered to me. As commanger ot this department, I will receive you and 
them with tue kindness duc to prisoners of war; b.t it is not in my power to 
relieve you or them from any liabilities incurred by taking arms against the

The uncoaditional surrender demanded by the Union commander 
was accepted by Colonel Pegram, who was shortly after brought 
jato the lines of the Iederal forces. The subsequent deah of 
Gen2ral Garnett and the rout of his amy completed the triumph of 
the columa under command of Major-General McClellan. 


Later News. 
Wepnespay, Morniog, July 24. 

Accounts from the battle field are becoming clearer, and reveal 
the following pointe: 

Our attack upon Bull's Ran was a victory. Tae retreat of our 
army before a vastly superior force was in good order and facing 
the toe.

Our less in men bas happily been 
redaced from the firet fearful accoont, Tue loss will possibly reach 
one thousand men in all.
